SCHOOL BOARD'S 
UNIT CONTROL BIL 


Measure Sacliadies Most of 


Major Changes Recom- 
mended by Citizens’ 
Committee. 


The Board of Education’s bill 
to place the St. Louis public 
school system under a modified 
unit control administrative plan 


was introduced in the State Sen- 
ate at Jefferson City today by 
Senator David A. Hess of St. 
Louis. 

The bill would put into effect 
most, but not all, of the major 
administrative changes recom- 
mended last October by the Citi- 
zens’ Advisory Committee. Hess 
said the proposal was _ intro- 
duced in the form in which it 
was approved last month by an 
11-to-1 vote of the school board. 


The major _ administrative 
change under the measure would 


-|be elimination of the present of- 
|| fices of superintendent of instruc- 


tion and building commissioner, 
and the consolidation of their 


'|duties and responsibilities in a 


new superintendent of schools. 
Elimination of the office of sup- 
ply commissioner may, and is ex- 
pected to be, accomplished by 


‘| changes in the board’s own rules. 


Superintendent’s Powers. 

The new superintendent would 
become the school’s top adminis- 
trative official. 
sible only to the school board, he 
would have broad control over 
the academic program, school 
personnel, purchase of textbooks 
and supplies, records and book- 
keeping, and the operation, main- 
tenance and repair of school 


He could be fired only for 
cause on a vote of eight of the 
12 members of the board. The 
salary and ouster provisions fol- 
low the present law in regard to 
the superintendent of instruction. 

Other school officials would be 
an auditor, secretary-treasurer and 
an attorney. Their functions would 
not be administrative so far as 
actual school operations were con- 
cerned, but they would be officers 
of the board, appointed and re- 
sponsible to the board. 

The citizen’s committee had 
recommended elimination of the 
present administrative system of 
five independent school depart- 
ments in favor of a top adminis- 
trative school superintendent and 
a secretary-treasurer and an at- 
torney. This plan is substantially 
followed, except the office of 
auditor is retained. But the au- 
ditor’s duties would be altered 
considerably. 

Control of Finances. 

The auditor would be charged 
with making a continuous audit 
of the school records kept under 
the jurisdiction of the superin- 
tendent, and he would have to 
make an annual audit of all 
school operations and submit his 
report to the board. In this lat- 
ter phase, he would, in effect, 
audit his own work. 

The secretary-treasurer, as un- 
der the present law, would be 
custodian of school funds, and 
responsible directly to the board. 

A similar St. Louis school unit 
control bill failed to pass last ses- 
sion. Lacking complete _ school 
board support two years ago, that 
bill was pigeon-holed in the Sen- 
ate Education Committee. 

Another Change Proposed. 

Elimination of the present of- 
fice of supply commissioner and 
transfer of control over that de- 
partment to the superintendent 
of instruction was proposed in a 
resolution introduced at the 
school board’s monthly meeting 
last night. 

The plan, perhaps the most im- 
portant step toward unit control 
of school administration that 
could be taken without legislative 
authorization was offered by Os- 
car A. Ehrhardt. Under the 
board’s rules, it was lay over 


|until the March meeting. In the 
| meantime, however, it will be re- 


| 
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ferred for recommendation to 
each of the board's four standing 
committees. 

Substantially in agreement with 
a recommendation of the Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee,, the effect 
of 12 rule changes contained in 
Ehrhardt’s. resolution would be to 
give Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Philip J. Hickey administra- 
tive control over Supply Commis- 
sioner A. K. Nushan’s department. 

Hickey’s activities in this field 
would be _ supervised by the 
board’s committee on auditing 
and supplies. Nushan, it appears 
certain, would function as Hickey’s 
principal assistant on _ supply 
matters. 

New Budget Rule Approved. 

The board also approved an- 
other rule change aimed to cen- 
ter authority and responsibility 
for school matters in the super- 
intendent. Under this change, re- 
sponsibility for the preparation 
and submission of a_ balanced 
budget will rest with the super- 
intendent. At present, each of the 
board’s five principal executive 
officers prepares his own budget. 
Cuts, if any, then must be made 
by the finance committee. 

The change, recommended orig- 
inally by the citizens’ group, will 
enable the superintendent to rec- 
ommend the allocation of funds 
to the various departments, sub- 
ject only to final approval by the 
finance committee and the full

Ehrhardt also reported that the 
economic needs committee, which 
he headed in the latter phase of 
its life, had “accomplished its 
mission” and asked that both it 
and its Citizens’ Advisory Com- 
mittee be finally discharged.

“Most duck hunters had from 
15 to 25 decoys and, when I used 
my 30, I never harnessed the 
drakes—only the hens would be 
anchored. I would use a long, 
heavy cord with a weight on the 
hens so that they would have 
plenty of swimming room and 
anchor them far enough apart 
that the cords would not become 
tangled with each other. I would 
always make my sets close to the 
blind in shallow protected water, 
for ducks don’t like choppy water 
any better than you do.

In their second fight at De- 
troit in February, 1943, Italian 
Jake tagged Robinson with the 
lone defeat of his career that 
now includes 123 professional 
bouts. 

12,500 Crowd Expected. 

Despite wind, snow, radio and 
television, Promoter Jim Norris 
expected a crowd of 12,500 and a 
gate of $175,000. 

Because the bout shaped up as 
perhaps the most important fight 
of 1951, prominent promoters, 
managers, fighters and writers 
from many cities had assembled 
to witness the historic engage- 
ment that might have any of the 
following results: 

(1) Robinson’s winning the 160- 
pound crown, and his immediate 
and automatic loss of his own 
147-pound diadem. The Illinois 
Boxing Commission had _ an- 
nounced that Robinson’s welter 
title would be vacated in the 
“instant of victory.” 

(2) LaMotta’s upset triumph, 
and his immediate challenge for 
a shot at Joey Maxim's light 
heavyweight crown. Jake, at 29, 
has so much difficulty paring 
down to the 160-pound limit that 
he would prefer to gun for the 
175-pound bonnet. 

(3) A close Robinson victory 
that might result in their con- 
tracted return title bout being 
fought in June. 

(4) A “St. Valentine’s Massa- 
cre” of LaMotta that might cause 
his immediate retirement. 

Robinson a Busy Campaigner. 

Robinson, 30, was a heavy fa- 
vorite because of his four previous 
victories over Jake and because 
he has been campaigning bDril- 
liantly in the United States and 
Europe during the past year. La- 
Motta engaged in but two title 
defenses and was unimpressive in 
outpointing Tiberio Mitri of Italy 
and knocking out Laurent Dau- 
thuille of France, with only 13 
seconds remaining in their bout. 
Dauthuille had the title sewed 

up when he was kayoed. 

LaMotta, attempting the third 
defense of the diadem he won 
from the late Marcel Cerdan in 
June, 1949, had advantages that 
ranged from nine to 16 pounds 
in their previous bouts. 

At today’s weigh-in, LaMotta 
tipped the beam at exactly 160 
pounds and Robinson at 155% 
pounds, a difference of only 414 
pounds. 

Except for poundage, Robinson 
appeared to have advantages in 
most other departments. He had 
greater speed, skill and punch. 
He has knocked out 79 of his 120 
opponents. LaMotta belted out 
28 of 95. He is three inches taller 
than Jake, and his 72%-inch reach 
is 5% inches longer. 

Both are rugged. Neither has 
taken the count. LaMotta failed 
to last the distance but once when 
he lost on a technical kayo in 
his very questionable fight with 
Billy Fox in 1947. LaMotta never 
has been on the floor, even in 
training. Robinson was floored 
three times by LaMotta and twice 
by other opponents. 

Because each will be wearing 
six-ounce gloves, instead of the 
usual eight-ounces, each will have 
a doctor as a ring-second tonight. 
Dr. Felippo Bruneri of New York 
has obtained a second’s license to 
work in LaMotta’s corner; and Dr. 
Vincent Nardiello—a member of 
the New York Boxing Commis- 
sion’s staff—has been made an 
“honorary second,” who can climb 
into Robinson’s corner in case 
Sugar Ray is cut or otherwise in- 


jured. 

The [Illinois Commission has 
waived the rule requiring a floored 
fighter to take a count of eight 
before resuming competition. He 
can jump up immediately if he 
desires.

Now for a Showdown 


Ellen Knauff, the war bride who has had a 
two-and-a-half-year run-around from the United 
States Immigration Service, has made a hard 
decision. She has rejected the offer to go back 
to Germany voluntarily when the leave of her 
husband, Kurt Knauff, a war veteran employe 
of the American forces in Frankfurt, expires 
later this month. 

For the sake of a satisfactory settlement in 
this baffling case, Mrs. Knauff has made, in our 
opinion, the right decision. It means living 
apart from her husband for a while longer at 
least. But it also means that the case cam now 
move toward a complete showdown. 

The inhumanity of this choice was clear from 
the very beginning. As Justice Jackson phrased 
it in dissent for himself and Justices Black and 
Frankfurter more than a year ago: 


Now this citizen is told that he cannot 
bring his wife to the United States, but he 
will not be told why. He must abandon his 
bride to live in his own country or forsake 
his country to live with his bride. 


Surely if such a choice is to be put to any 
American citizen there must be a strong basis 
for it. If a security risk is involved, it must be 
a genuine risk, not “nonsense and gossip” as 
Representative Walter of Pennsylvania pro- 
nounced the “evidence” after looking at the 
Department of Justice’s secret file. 

For that matter, the testimony of Kurt Knauff 
at the hearing arranged by Mr. Walter is enough 
in itself to make Americans ashamed. His mar- 
riage to his wife was cleared by seven agencies, 
including Army intelligence. Yet when she was 
held up at Ellis Island and he went to Washing- 
ton to find out why, he immediately found him- 
self in a maze of buck-passing, stalls and delays. 

After that came the amazing series of hair- 
breadth escapes for his wife from dcportation at 
the port of New York. If there ever was any 
real case against the former employe of the 
RAF and the American Military Government in 
Germany, it was not helped any by the outburst 
of Edward Shaughnessy, immigration chief in 
New York. When he was frustrated in his sur- 
prise deportation effort by Justice Jackson’s 
prompt stay order, Shaughnessy confessed bit- 
terly: “I was afraid of that!” 

All this in the United States of America. All 
this in the country which is supposed to apply 
the principles of justice and freedom so other 
peoples of the world will be attracted to democ- 
racy. All this in the country which fought dic- 
tatorship in World War II and is fighting it 
again in Korea. 

We hope Mrs. Knauff stays in this country, 
either on “parole” or in custody on Ellis Island, 
until Attorney General McGrath gives this case 
the attention it should have and it is settled 
once and for all. If a mistake has been made 
why cannot the Immigration Service say so and 
be done with it? Is the Immigration Service 
above reversing an error? 

Thanks to the hard decision which Kurt 
Knauff and his war bride have made, the “deal” 
proposed by Mr. McGrath is in the ashean. That 
is exactly where it belongs. Now let’s have 
some clean-handed justice from the Department 
of Justice.

The state civil defense bill which has been 
introduced in the Missouri Legislature seems to 
us, as it does to several members of the Senate, 
to go to unnecessary extremes in concentrating 
authority in the Governor. 

Such amendments as have thus far been pro- 
posed by Senators do not impress us as correct- 
ing these extremes, but instead go to new ex- 
tremes of deconcentration, which we fear would 
be cumbersome and ineffective. 

Missouri needs more than the paper-work 
organization to which the senatorial amend- 
ments would limit the bill. State funds will be 
required to help cities set up, and operate their 
home defense machinery, and the state will want 
to follow through and see that its funds are used 
to best effect. 

Mobile units operated by the state will also be 
needed to supplement city-operated units if a 
Missouri city is ever subjected to an atomic raid. 
At least that is the best thought of the Gover- 
nors of various states. Mobile units are pro- 
vided for in the model state defense bill drawn 
up by the Council of State Governments and the 
National Security Resources Board. 

A single command will be essential if the 
emergency ever comes, and the Governor is the 
only single person with as much authority as 
‘the command requires. A board such as is 
being talked of in the Senate is all right for 
policy-making but not for management. Nor is 
a sub-board of three members an acceptable 
agency of management. Policy-making takes 
talk, management takes action. Continuing to 


talk after the policies have been determined and — 


action should be taken is inefficient. Too inef- 
ficient for home defense. 

But we do not think Missouri needs to go as 
far as the proposed bill—or the model bill, 
which it closely tracks—would go in leaving 
everything up to the Governor. 

Under the proposed bill, the Governor would 
be empowered to employ and fix the compensa- 
tion of all the “technical, clerical, stenographic 
and other personnel” of the state civil defense 
organization. He would hold the ultimate au- 
thority over the civil defense organizations in 
all Missouri cities. 

The possibilities which these powers would 
offer for dispensing political patronage, and 
for building up a personal political machine, 
are obvious on the face. Concerned as we are 
about them, we are still more concerned that 
a state civil defense organization packed with 
hacks, hangers-on, mediocrities and soft-job- 
seekers might tragically fail ‘the people of Mis- 
souri if their hour of direst  eame. 


We are reluctantly convinced that to put 


employment in the civil defense organization 


under the state merit system would involve too 
much delay (at an estimate; six months). Short 
of that, it should be possible to set up some 
kind of independent and strong-minded com- 
mittee which would see that the promises of 
nonpolitical appointments made in the bill were 
scrupulously adhered to, and which would re- 
view the acts of the Governor. 

We do not want civil defense in Missouri 
delayed unnecessarily for a single day. Yet the 
considerations we have mentioned, and perhaps 


others in this unprecedented and potentially 


dangerous bill, deserve time enough for thought- 
ful attention. 
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Human Need Above Politics 


Grain shipped to India under the plan sug- 


‘ gested by President Truman would confer a 


double benefit. First of all, it would save many 
of the lives now threatened by starvation. Sec- 
ondly, money received for the grain by the 
Indian Government would be used for long- 
range improvements in the Indian economy. 

This arrangement follows the Economic Co- 
operation Administration pattern, and ECA of- 
ficials would go to India to observe the distribu- 
tion of the grain. The President wants Congress 
to authorize, over all, the shipment of 2,900,000 
tons costing $180,000,000, but he asks an imme- 
diate appropriation of only half the amount. It 
is to be hoped that Congress will comply with- 
out undue delay because the shipments must 
begin by April to be of real help. 

Such congressional opposition as there is 
stems largely from the Indian-American dis- 
agreement over Korean policy. Since, however, 
there has been no question that Prime Minister 
Nehru and the Indian Government are sincerely 
interested in preserving the peace of Asia and 
of the world, it would ill become the United 
States to withhold its bounty because the two 
nations, while united on objectives, do not see 
eye to-eye on methods. 

Overriding even this is the argument that the 
Indian people should not be made to suffer 
for the attitudes of their rulers. As both Mr. 
Truman and former President Hoover have said, 
it is in the American tradition to aid people in 
distress, regardless of politics. 

But even if international politics cannot be 
fully separated from these proposed grain ship- 
ments, Congress would do well to remember 
that the differences over Korean policy are a 
passing difficulty with an essentially friendly 
nation. 

For the sake of long range relations with the 
most important democratic nation in Asia, we 
should not withhold our help, thus alienating 
influence, respect and good will.

In a slim legitimate theater season, the Amer- 
ican offers a genuinely unusual play this week 
in “The Innocents.” Henry James’ classic story 
of nineteenth-century England, “The Turn of 
the Screw,” is expertly adapted to a dimlit 
stage on which only two adults and two chil- 
dren appear. Yet these four, including Miss 
Sylvia Sidney, as the distraught governess, 
Regina Wallace, as the efficient, secret-keeping 
housekeeper, and the eerie spirits of the old 
house and its closed-in garden, fill the scenes 
more fully than a score of actors. Ten-year- 
old Patsy Bruder, who plays flute-voiced little 
Flora of the long hair, and David Cole, 13 years 
old, who has the difficult part of lonely Miles, 
are exceptional child players. To spend an 
evening with them within the dark walls of 
Bly is to realize anew that the stage affords an

The Bottlenecks Get Worse 

It is an old story, but something really should 
be done about the Express Highway. The rush- 
hour bottleneck—at the east end in the morn- 
ings, at the west end in the evenings—makes 
the highway less and less useful as a means 
of moving traffic. All the advantages of a 
limited-access highway vanish when the time 
gained in transit is more than offset by the time 
lost in getting off. 

Some cities with similar problems take the 
drastic method of converting the express high- 
way into a one-way street during rush hours. 
If this solution is too drastic in St. Louis’ case, 
at least some concentrated attention should be 
given to the problem. 

Even a few painted lanes, together with some 
traffic direction, would help. For example, at 
the east end of the highway there are three 
lanes for exit into Vandeventer avenue, with 
other cars continuing on to Chouteau. Yet traffic 
usually stacks up two abreast for blocks to the 
west. If rush-hour traffic could be sorted into 
three or four lanes well before the exit was 
reached, everybody .would move faster through 
the bottleneck.

We are not surprised at the news from 
Alaska about a dog which dashed into a burning 
building to rescue a cat. Seems that the mem- 
bers of the human race thereabouts have made 
a hero of the dog, but that the cat refuses to 
have anything to do with same.

Defeat for Fair Deal 


The defeat of Senator Millard Tydings 
of Maryland has made Russell chairman 
of the powerful Senate Armed Services 
Committee. 

The implications for the country are 
clear and _ significant: 

First, the composition of the Senate it- 
self can be made to work to the benefit 
of the South, and Russell will be per- 
fectly willing to see it do so. Within defi- 
nite limits, however. Russell, and the na- 
tion itself, can be congratulated on the 
fact that the defense and security of his 
country are far beyond those limits. 

Second, the most extreme measures of 
the Fair Deal are dead for two years— 


civil rights, compulsory health insurance, 
the Brannan Plan. 

Third, other domestic measures, to be 
successfully sponsored by the Administra- 
tion, will have to be the kind which can 
appeal to Russell or the G.O.P. policy 
leader, Senator Taft, or both. Contrary 
to the impression of many people, includ- 
ing some in the South, Russell has fairly 
well supported most economic legislation 
of the Roosevelt and Truman Administra- 
tions. 

Fourth, and most important, military 
and foreign policy leaders in the Admin- 
istration if they can—and will—work with 
Russell’s co-operation, can get enough 
Southern support to carry a roll call, with 
the small number of G.O.P. votes which 
foreign policy measures have continued to 
pick up. 


A Brilliant Strategist 


“My sources in the White House are 
not very good,” Russell will tell reporters 
with an amused smile on his face. 

Officials in the Pentagon and the State 
Department had better see that Russell 
cannot say the same of them, or there will 
be needless confusion in the mobilization 
effort and, in the long run, hell to pay on

The most brilliant parliamentarian in 
the Senate, with a keen and objective 
mind that is insatiably grounded in hard 
facts, Russell now has the opportunity to 
lead the Senate, of which he is so proud, 
toward a sober and unpolitical view of the 
nation’s crisis. 


And he has already demonstrated that 
he can do the job. By the masterful, fact- 
dredging way he handled the spurious 
charges against Anna Rosenberg for the 
Armed Services Committee, he was the 
first Senator ever to put the lock on Sena- 
tor Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin: 

Could Russell have acted alone in the 
organization of the Senate, Capitol Hill 
reporters have little doubt that he would 
have sought to win the support of the 
liberal Democratic group by more liberal 
committee assignments. 


Russell’s power is the measure of his 
responsibility. It has been nothing short 
of incredible that this able veteran of 18 
Senate years has had national attention 
only as a spokesman for the South. Im- 
pending events could now change that pic- 
ture once and for all. 


The Abuses of Immunity

Should ordinary citizens be left without 
recourse to deal legally with things that 
may be said about them on the floor of 
one of the halls of Congress? This ques- 


tion has been raised seriously since the 
barrage of accusations hurled last summer 
by Senator Joseph McCarthy from behind 
senatorial immunity. 

Senator Lester C. Hunt of Wyoming has 
proposed repeal of the immunity clause in 
the Constitution. The Washington Post 
thinks this goes too far, but agrees with 
an alternative suggestion that the Govern- 
men should allow itself to be sued in the 


Court of Claims for damages resulting 
from a law-maker’s defamation. 

The Post would have the suit lie against 
the Senate or the House of Representa- 
tives, as the case might be, and so bring 
to the legislative body a responsibility for 
laxity in its rules. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House 
and Senate ought to give careful study to 
possible remedies for injustice under the 
immunity clause. A provision originally 
designed to protect legislators from ty- 
rannical kings should not expose private 
citizens to vilification by individuals in 
Congress. 


Another Kind of Discrimination

Massachusetts has passed a law prohibit- 
ing discrimination against workers on ac- 
count of age—and California should 
promptly follow suit. Here is a magnifi- 
cent piece of social legislation. It should 
have its origin in the West, rather than 
the effete East, since most liberal legis- 
lation is pioneered in this section. 

In time of war, the services of all people 
are required. Why should this not be true, 
also, in time of peace? Every resident of 
Sacramento and of California should be 


made to feel themselves useful, one and 
all, and the state should not wait for war 
to bring such a condition about. 

Discrimination on account of age is as 
cruel as discrimination on account of race 
or religion. 

The brains, energies, productive capaci- 
ties of people should not be scrapped at 
any age.

Between Book Ends 


Great Scientist's Life Story 
AN AUTOBIOGRAPHY, by Sir Arthur Keith. (Philo- 
sophical Library, 72! pqs.. $4.75.) P 
The name of Sir Arthur Keith is popu- 
larly associated with the study of human 
evolution. Probably Sir Arthur’s out- 
standing achievement was to bring’ about 
the acceptance of the view that a man is 
not a flower oi the last few thousand 
years only, as was once supposed, but has 
been on earth for half a million years or 
more. A scientist who is still active in his 
ninth decade, however is likely to have 
more than one accomplishment to his 
credit. In the “Autobiography,” com- 
pleted at 82, the author recounts a life 
that has been part of the history of mod- 

ern biology and medicine. 

Young Arthur Keith had left school and 
was working on his father’s Highland farm 
when the chance visit of a university stu- 
dent fired his imagination. He went off 
to nearby Aberdeen to study medicine, 
and after graduating first in his class 
spent three years: with a mining company 

in Siam as physician 
and botanist. In 
those years he de- 
cided that on his re- 
turn to Europe he 
would use his sav- 
ings to prepare him- 
self as a professional 
anatomist. This plan 
he carried out. In 
1895, after enduring

Sir Arthur Keith reer that won him 
the most coveted positions and the highest 
honors that Britain has to offer. 

In the ‘‘Autobiography,” Sir Arthur dis- 
cusses the work through which he has left 
his mark on our concepts of human anat- 
omy, physiology and pathology, on our 
understanding of the way man evolved, 
on our methods of medical education. 
Through the pages of the book, too, pass 
the distinguished scientists that the author 
knew—ang@ he met almost everybody. 
These things make the book a mine of 
ideas and information for the reader 
whose interests lie in medicine, morphol- 
ogy or anthropology. But to the reader 
with no specialized interests the book will 
also be fascinating as a record of the de- 
velopment and functioning of a first-class 
mind. For the author tells us with com- 
plete honesty not only what he did, but 
why and how he did it, what doubts and 
fears beset him, what inner urgings drove 
him on. 

Plainly the work of an old man with an 
excellent memory and plenty of time for 
writing. the “Autobiography” is rather 
tedious for sustained reading. It is a fine 
book to dip into, though. Every chapter 
has a good deal that is interesting and im- 
portant to say about that most absorbing of 
all human _ pursuits—the pursuit of 


knowledge.

THE TALES OF ANTON CHEKHOV, Translated by 
Constance Garnett.

A complete English edition of Chekhov's 
short stories has been recently pubiished 
by Macmillan.

CHAPTER FOUR. 

NE of the Pharisees begged 

Our Saviour to go into his 

house, and eat with him. And 
while Our Saviour sat eating at 
the table, there crept into the 
room a woman of that city who 
had led a bad and sinful life, and 
was ashamed that the Son of God 
should see her; and yet she 
trusted so much to His goodness 
and His compassion for all who, 
having done wrong were truly 
sorry for it in their hearts, that, 
by little and little, she went be- 
hind the seat on which He had 
sat, and dropped down at his feet, 
and wetted them with her sorrow- 
ful tears; then she kissed them, 
and dried them on her long hair, 
and rubbed them with some 
sweet-smelling ointment she had 
brought with her in a box.

Playing Canasta to Win

S we have remarked before, 
A wren you need 120 for your 

initial meld, and the op- 
ponents need only 90 or less, your 
strategy is directed toward pass- 
ing the 5000-point mark and end- 
ing the game as quickly as pos- 
sible. You are way ahead in the 
scoring, but the opponents are 
in a good position to catch up be- 
cause it is so much easier for them 
to make the initial meld. 

Take this hand: 


You started the deal with a 
score of 4100 to your opponents’ 
1600. The opponents have not 
melded. Your side has canastas in 
tens and sevens, plus melds of 
aces; nines, sixes, and fives, plus 
three natural jacks that your part- 
ner put down at his last turn. 

What would you do with this 
hand? What you ought to do is to 
add both your jacks and your 
deuces to partner’s meld, complet- 
ing a canasta. True, this will 
greatly delay the time when you 
can go out. But, no matter who 
goes out, your score will be over 
5000 and the game will end with 
this deal. 

The player who held this hand 
didn’t do that. He added his two 
jacks, but he kept his deuces. He 
wanted to remain within one draw 
of going out. 

Unfortunately, his left-hand op- 
ponent made a lucky draw, went 
out concealed, and ended the play. 
But the game didn’t end, because 
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the scoring of the leading side re- 
mained just under 5000. 

So on the next deal, needing 
120, which they couldn’t quite 
make, they saw the opponents 
catch up to the tune of more than 
2000 points. 


Question: I am told that there 
is a new game of Canasta where 
you draw two cards at each turn 
and discard only one. But we 
have been playing this in our two- 
hand game for some time. What's 
new about it? 

Answer: Only the fact that 
some now play it in four-hand 
partnership games.

Measles Treatment 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 

S HAPPENS every year in the winter, measles cases are 
A increasing. Fortunately, measles is another disease to 

which at least a part answer in treatment has been found. 
The tragic story of measles epidemics in 1917 and in the 
Middle Ages need not be repeated now. 

There are two separate diseases called measles. The 
longer and more severe disease is commonly called red mea- 
sles. The brief mild disease caused by another virus is popu- 
larly called German measles. Both are highly contagious by 
way of person-to-person contact in the few days before the 
skin eruption. The only importance of German measles is that 
pregnant women should avoid it in the first three months in 
order to protect the babies they are carrying.

MOST PEOPLE are familiar with measles, including the 
fact that it has a one- to two-week incubation period—the 
period from exposure to developing the symptoms and rash. 
Until very recently, any child stricken with measles just had 
to bear the infection as best he could. There was no specific 
treatment. The antiblotics have no effect on measles although 
they are often useful in the secondary infections sometimes 
following measles. 

As one of the side results of war-stimulated research on 
blood substance, treatment material is now available which 
will lighten an attack of measles or entirely prevent it if that 
is necessary. It came about in this way: 

In 1940, Dr. E. J. Cohn and his co-workers at Harvard 
Medical School began studying the composition of the blood. 
They were trying to separate the various materials from the 
blood. Finally they discovered a special kind of protein called 
gamma globulin which seemed to contain those substances 
which protect you against certain diseases—which give you 
immunity. In 1944, Dr. C. A. Janeway of Harvard as well as 
Dr. J. Stokes, then in the Navy, proved that gamma globulin 
often protected against regular measles. After much further 
trial by various physicians in medical centers, gamma globulin 
became available to the general medical profession. 


* x ® 

HOWEVER, GAMMA GLOBULIN will not give a perma- 
nent immunity as will a mild attack of measles. Therefore, 
unless the person infected with measles is a very tender 
infant or is a woman expecting a baby, only enough of the 
protective material is used to lighten the measles attack. A 
light attack of measles gives permanent protection against 
measles by building up antibodies in the blood of the sufferer. 
Such a very light attack is not followed by the complications 
that might occur after a severe measles attack. | 

It has since been shown that most if not all the immune 
elements of human blood are contained in gamma globulin. 
It is thus a valuable source of antibodies against many con- 
tagious diseases. It can alleviate chicken pox, whooping cough, 
scarlet fever and German measles. It is given in the muscle 
and does not appear to sensitize people. That is, there is not 
the chance of an allergic reaction to it that there is to serums. 
Thus, no preliminary testing for sensitivity is necessary. 

Although gamma globulin will not cure an infection once 
under way, it does increase the body’s own ability to throw 
_ @ff certain infections.

the king. This, however, turned 
out to be a rather unwise selec- 
tion! South took the trick with 
the ace and led another heart— 
and now West was end-played!

Sex and Spirituality 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


HOSE writers to whom sex 
has gone to the head, like 
wine to an empty stomach, 


assume that spirituality is noth- * 


ing but sex which is out of line. 
A young man or woman who 
loves God is presumed to have 
some abnormal sex life. The 
mystical writings of St. John of 
the Cross and St. Theresa are 
analyzed in an attempt to show 
that sex “made them that way.” 

It seems incredible, but ac- 
tually there are some sex mani- 
acs who have gone so far as to 
say: “God is called love and is 
created by the love-sick long- 
ings of men, to take the place 
of the undiscovered and much 
craved human lover.” 

Hidden beneath these exag- 
gerations is the false assump- 
tion that sex is the whole of 
life, which it is not. These 
writers also confuse cause and 
condition. In some instances, 
sex may condition one’s spirit- 
ual outlook, but it is not the 
cause of spirituality. The win- 
dow is the condition of light, 
but the window is not the cause 
of light. 
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FURTHERMORE, THESE 
theorists forget this very ob- 
vious fact, that the two tenden- 
cies of sex and spirituality do 
not necessarily flow together. 
As one goes up, the other goes 
down. This is because sex can 
militate against the develop- 
ment of a religious state of soul, 
while a spiritual vision of the 
universe can minimize the im- 
portance of sex. 

In a happily married life, the 
piety of husband and wife 
progresses as the years go on, 
while the sex life sublimates. 
Furthermore, the ideal of God 
cannot come out of the mental 
conflict or struggle, for it is al- 
ready pre-supposed in the strug- 
gle; nor can it come of the in- 
dividual himself, for he already 
believes himself unsettled. It 
must therefore have its origin 
in an outside source. 

Sexuality and pride go to- 
gether, and love and humility 
are companions. Love is self- 
surrender because of the nobil- 
ity of the person loved, regard- 
ing the beloved as more worthy, 
from which flows sacrifice of 
self. But sex and pride are 
psychologically inseparable. Sex 
is love which loves to be loved. 
It is a subject which desires to 
possess the object. This neces- 
sarily involves a concentration 
on the ego and the wishing to 
be preferred to all others. 

Coquetry in a woman and 
boasting in a man are forms of 
pride which are closely related 
to. an excessive dedication to 
sex. Because sex is selfish, it 
is always sensitive. It shrinks 
from anything which ‘would 
wound itself, becomes incapable 
of understanding sacrifice, and 
impatient when its every whim 
is unsated. 

This sensitiveness is also due 
to the fact that pride nourishes 
itself on illusions, for example, 
its beauty, its charm, and its 
power over the other. Since 
nothing is more quickly de- 
stroyed by contact with reality 
than an illusion, it must ever 


be on guard lest its little self- 
inflated beneee be penayeres. 
. 


IT IS INTERESTING, from 
an academic point of view, that 
no group of psychologists are 
more sensitive to criticism than 
the sex-psychologists. Other 
schools of psychology, like 
those of Jung and Adler, meet 
objections calmly and scientifi- 
cally; but let anyone attack the 
sex theory of the Freudians, 
and he will immediately realize 
how an extreme sensitiveness of 
pride goes hand in hand with 
the veneration of the Golden 
Calf of Sex. 

The effect of the loss of the 
belief in God has been well de- 
scribed by the great psychia- 
trist Carl Jung. Analyzing the 
statement of Nietzsche that 
“God is dead,” Jung asks: But 
if God is dead “he should find 
out at once where this consider- 
able energy, which once was in- 
vested in an existence as great 
as God, has disappeared to... 
If it does not appear under the 
disguise of a new name, then it 
will certainly return in the 
mentality of the one from 
whom the death declaration 
issued. 

Jung here suggests .that the 
denial of the spirit in Nietz- 
sche ended with the exaltation 
of himself as God. So it is with 
the sex philosophers who deny 
God; they ultimately end by 
making each person his own 
God. Jung says the loss of God 
has a terrific psychological ef- 
fect; but if society loses the 
idea of God the masses begin 
to breed mental epidemics, of 
which we now have a fair num- 


r. 

Spirituality is on the way 
back now that humanity has ex- 
perimented without it. The ar- 
duous times are at hand when 
people will rediscover’ that 
there is no substitute for love.
